The potitioner, Mr. Francis William Henry
Cavendish, is o gentleman of good ifamily, and
on the 24th of Aprll, 1866, he warfed the re-
ngondant. Lady Eleanor Bophis Disna Fitz-
gibbon, who was the daughter of the Earl and
Countess of Clare,

They cohabited at Hyde Park streel, Hyds
Park Bquare, and ether places 1o London, and
had three chiidren, the youngest of whom Is
about three yenrs o! age. In 1861 the pelitioner
met with o sovere acoident, and ke n conse.
quence went abroad with his family tor some
time. He returned in the course of 1863, and
took up his resldence at Bilverlands, near 8t
Laopard’s. The coaespondent, Linrd Ceell Jamas
@ordon, married the hali-siiter of Lindy Cavea-
dish, and 15 the iather or nine ehilaren, the
eldest being sbout twenty-five years of sge,
Standing in the relatiouship of brotherin-lnw to
the petitioner, the greatest imtimaoy existed
between the two fumilies. In Juns, 1564, he
went, sccompaniod by his daughter, on a visiu
to Bilverlands, and while there he tell ill.

He was nursed with every possible kindness
and sttention, and it was aleo stated that his
glroumstances were such that in other mutters
likewise he was under obligations to the peti
tioner. Shortly after this visit he came to re-
pide with his family at a place oalled Gray's
Lodge, quite closs to Silverlands, The Intimacy
between tho two families bocumae, if possible,
greater; but the close relntionship and the dis:
parity of years het woen the respondent and co-
respondent, he being sivty snd she not more
than twenty-seven or twenty-vight years ol age,

recinded all idea of susploion, On the 30th

aneary, 1806, Lord Cecil Gordon dined as usnal
at the petitioner’s hovse, and a few days aflter
wards, on the 2d Fobruary, Lady Eleanor Caven-
digh left her house for London, on \he pretanse
of visitiug her wother, Lady Clare, who was
then ill.

Bhe wos accompanied to the statlon by her
husband, and was expected to return home the
next day. On the followiog day, aceordingly,
the cmrringe wus sent twice to the station to
meet her; but the snspicions of the petitioner
were not arouged until a day or two subse-
quently, when a letter he had writlen to ker to
her mother's address was returned, 1t was then
founid that Lord Cecll Gordon had also left his
home, Inguiries were set on foot, and he and
Lady Eleanor were traced to Paris and Niee,
where they were Jound living as man and wile,
and pessing wuder the name of Graham. In
autlng the onse to the jury, the learned eonnsel
(Mr. Hodgsen) observed that the motive which
murt have mfluenced the co-reapondent in the
mattor was as diserneeful us s conduct,

In January, 1864, Lord Clare died, and by his
will all of his property, aitor the death of Lady
Clare, reverted to his daughter, Lady Eleanor
Cavendish, The co-respondent was & man of
pleasure, und in endeavoring to aecount for his
sonduct, the learned counsel seggested that he
was probably anxious to live upou the bountiful
fortune into the possession of which he well
knew Lady Eleanor would seon come. What-
ever his motive might be, he had deserted his
wite and children, aod had broken up the home
ol the man by whom he had beecon overwhelmed
with kindness,

The Earl of Cawdor, Lisutenant-General J. R,

rawflord, brothers-in-law of the petitioner, and
Mr. Frederick John Howward, his ball-brother
waere called te prove the terms on which he and
Lady Eleanor Cavendish had lived. They stated
thst be wes s most indulgent husband, and that
he and kis wile had lived oun the most allection-
ate terms,

Similar testimony wae givan by other wit-
nesses who had been servants in the house, and
it wus also proved that the respoudent snd co-
respondent had lived sus man and wite sl Nice
where they pussed under the name of Mr, anc
Mrs. Graham.

The witncsses were not cross-exsmined, nor
were apy ohservations addressed to the jury by
the respondent's eouusel. Her mother, Lady
Clare, having died abowt three months sinee,
she s now in the enluj mont of the property left
her by her tather, Its amount was nos sated,
but 1t was understood that it is considerable.

His Lordship, 1w charging the jury, ssid that
very livtle was to pe said on the case. The facts
were not numerows, and the resalt could hardly
be dombted, The repondent had been wieked
enough, or bad enough, to ledave her husband's
Liouss, who had treated hor with kinduess and
aflection, and had gone to live with a man who
was her brothenin-lgw, From the circum-
stances under whieh she left her home, there
could be no doubt that they were earrying om
an adulterous iuterecurse, snd the only ques-
tion, therciors, which remained, was as to the
damages. 1n assessiug those they shonld look
to all the vircumstances of the cuse, nud say
what they thought was a rensonable compensa-
tion, go far as money conld be a corzl‘fllllullt)l.
for the loss the petitioner had sulfered.

In cousidering that matter, a var;i natural
question aro:e whether the husband had been
at all to blame, They had unimpeachable evi.
dence that the pehtioner and respondent had
lived on the best of terms. He was described as
# kind aud indwlgent husband, amnd there was
not & suggestion of a.ur shortcomiog on his part.
But if he bebaved well, whst were they to think
of the conduct of Lerd Cecll Gordon? It was
well said that the gravity of an offense might be
measured by the obligations which were broken,
or by the cousequences which followed from its
eommission. It they applied either tost to the

wilt of the co-respondent, it would wol appear

e less lightor grievous, They eould hardly ind
sny case 1n whick the obligations which were
violated were 80 numeroms and so strong. or
in whioh the comssquences were so painful.
Here was » man at the advanced period in liie
of sixdy years, himsell & married man with nine
children, visiting and partaking of the hospi-
tality of the petisvloner, and recelving kind-
nesses from him, and then taking sdvaniage of
the intimacy which belonged to near family ties,
inducing the wife of his friend and relative to
leave her home with him, Whether the motive
was mercenary or not did not signify, the result
wae the same. o far as he (Bir J. P. Wilde)
eould see there was net the slightest axeuse or

allistion for such gonduet. There way no neg-

ect on tho part of the husband-—there was no
want of kinaness on his purt, and there was nos
ope clrecumstance which, so far s the respon-
dent and co-respondent were coneerned, could
lessen the guilt of tho gross vielution lnd double
infruction of their marriage vow.

In reply to & juror, who jobserved that they
had evidence befere them ns to the mesns of the
wrmig;ndent.

His Lordship ssid, that if & man did not pay
in pockel he should pay ia person. The pro-
perty of the co-respondent was not the moasure
of damages, The mensure of damages was whit
the petitioner had snfferad,

The jury, aftor deliberating for ashort time,
found that the adultery churged had been com-
mitted, and assessed the damages againgt the
co-respondent st £10,000. They added that it
was one of tho grossest cases thal ever came
before them,

His TLordsmap granted a decree nisi, with

It may not be generally knowa thal, althosgh
the cuuse has ot as yet nwwnmoed a very import-
ant shape, it involves poluis ot historfcal lste-
rest; aud when it shindl have come fully before
the Cpurt It will, we have no deubt. sbiract o
large’ sbure ot publie attention. The suid is

undertaken by a mother wod ber son, who,
thourh thoy are uow Iimﬁ m pompurative
obsourity, aspire to the high honor of belng
recognized an members of tle royal family. In
endeavoring to accomplish thew end it will be
nocesasry fof them to Infuire somowhbat dlosely
iuto the history of King George 111, and
many curious incidents may of necessity be
brought out by the avidence dooumenta
exhibited in reference (o this part of the caes;
for Mrs, Ryves, the petitioner, naserts (hat
she dus descended from the issuo of & pri-
vato morringe contracted by the feurth
brether of Gesren 111, wno was known sa Prince
Fenry Frederick, Deke of Cumberiand, The
lsdy 1o whom the Prince ls sald to have beon
married was Olive Wilmot, the danghtor of D,
James Wilmol, rector of Barton-sn-the-Heath,
in Warwickshire, His wife, the mother of this
Ollve Wilmot, was a Polish prince. How much
intereeting matter it will be mecensary to disclose,
for the purposea ol this seil, respecting the pri-
vate relations extoiing between the Princs and
Olive Wilmot prior to the alleged marriage, it 1s
in:possible to say at present: but as the whole
FIlﬂYlil'l"n upan this point, eversthing incidental
te the Intimuey of Prince Frederick and Dr, Wil
mot and kis tamily will no deubt be thoroughly
canynseed.

But whether this marriage can be proved or
not, it is quite certain that it was acknowledeed
at the time, 1or the gossips of the peried seem

{ 10 have made it one of their stock subjosts, and

the deughter borm of the marriage was also
publioly recognized, 1t seews, however, that In
the course of time the Prince got inte & serape

“with Mrs. Horton, a sister to the Colomel Lut-

trell whe was afterwards retursed a member of
Parliament by Court imfluemce in place of
“Demagogue Wikes,” The Prince eventually
married Mrs, Horton, and, a¢ the bigamy wos
oommitted in the {neco of l.hc-ch nowledgment of
the issue of the lormer marriage, it bacame ne-
cessury that something should be dene to hush
up the resndal. The histories referring to the
period show that the King about this ime would
not reccrve his brother at conrt, and 1t Is con-
jecturad, with some sbow ol reason, that the
probition arcee cut of the disagreemeni be-
twoen them coneequent upen this bigamous
marrisgo, The Prinee, aceordingly, wnwilling
or unable to deny himself the pleasure of Mrs,
Herton's vociety, and equally loth Lo be denied
the court, neglected his first wife, who afler-
warde died in France,

He nlgo consented to a proposal that his
daughter should be bronght up in ignorance of
ber parentage until the soandal had died a
natural death, and certain distingulshed perion.
ages had dicd oo, When this had been seitled
to the patsfaction of wll comeerned, save those
who, if the story be true, bad been most
gricvously wronged, the marriage of the Prince
with Mrs, Horton was sllowed 1o pass without
interiorence, and it is this M, Horton who has
continued to be acknowledged as the only and
childless wife of Prince Frederick, Duke of Cum-
berlund. It is cacily conceived that an arrange-
ment such as thut which, it is said, was come to
between the Prinee and the Kieg was not can-
cluded without some writing, gnd it s asierted
that severasl docuoments were signed touchin
the legitimacy of the davghter of the Prince an
his wite, nee Olive Wilmot. These documents,
it is tarther aeserted, wero witnessed by more
tkan one Minister of State of the period, and
carefully prescrved al the King's request, They
were ultimately committed to the eare of eertain
eminend persons, upon whom a solomn obliga-
tion of secrecy was lald until the happening of
cerinin events whielh have long sinee oceurred.
The names of nll these persons will, we have no
doubt, be made known in the course of the pro-
ceedings before Bir J. P, Wilde. _

The case bas already been before the publie,
not ooly in eeurts of justice, but also in Parlhia-
mentand by petitios to the royal family. The first

etition to the crown was made in 1819, and the
nel i 1858, In 1861 Mrs, Ryves, then sixty-four
vears of age, obtuined a decree against the
AttormefGeneral establishing the wmarriage of
lier futher to the lady to whom we have alieady
yuferred as the daughter ot the Dnke's first mar-
riage, und the chiof object of the pressnl peti-
tion is, a8 we have usirendy stated, to establish
Mre, Ryves' descemi through this lady from
FPrimee Henry Frederick, Doke of Cumbsrland,
with the vitimate object of proving: her son’s
title to the honor and dignity of the Dukedom
of Cumberland, and ber own right te the title
ol Princees of Cumberland.

Jliament by Bif Gerard Noel nearly half a cen-

tury agae. He moved tor a Select Committes to
inquire Into the trnth of stastements made in her
petition, which he had presented three months
before, Itseems he was very earnest in her
cuuse, thoroughly believed im” the genninehess

ol her case, and persisted In anneuncing that
he “had 1t in command from this reyal per-
sopage” to do so and so—*"for royal personage

he would continne to believe hier” until she was

roved and declured to be an imposter by a

lect Committes of the House of Commons.
The petition of that day seamed to aim not only
at the declurationof Mre, Ryves' legitimacy and
royal descent, but also to the aequisition of i
grant from the Civil List. Sir Gerard Noel de-
clares that hie ‘‘had always believed that ever
member of the reyal flu.lilgcwn upoa the (_‘urfl
List, but here was n member of the royal family
quite unprovided for,”

The present petition was filed in the Court of
Divoree, under the Legitimacy Declaration act,
in August lust, and the case has been set down
for hearing by g special jury; bul & series of
delays have caused it te be pot off for another
three months, An applieation for sn adiourn-
ment was made on Tuesday, the 27th of Feb-
ranry, by Mr., Bourke, on behalf of the Attorney-
General, and opposed by Dr.J. W, Bmith and
My, I, M. Thomss on the part of the petitiener,
The Attorney-Genweral desired delay because he
bhad just eome into possession of a mumber of
documenis which could not be arranged in time
for the trisl. Tlese papers, the petifioner
asseris, are sinEly copies of oertifioates fur-
nished by her or her mother to the soversign, in
company with »etitions concerning the claims
we have referred to. A *igmificant observation
